Dear Dr. Bull: 


I think you can rest assured that 
the coins you speak about were struck by Umar 
ibn Ubaid-Allah, who was Governor of Basra in 
64 A. H. and Governor of Pars at the time you 
state. His coins are rather comman and are 
known bearing the dates of 67, 68, 69 and 70. 
All of the books on the subject give him as 
above. I can find no name such as Amar, which must 
be a mistake for Umar, and no coins struck by Amr 
anywhere near that period.
